It was passed in a heat of passion 
by Eastern Congressmen whose 
constituents couldn’t drive 55-

v ll horn. 
l'ne speed limit penalizes the 
only state in the Union that cares 
two hoots to a hootowl whether or 
not we solve the energy crisis or 
not. Texans are forced to creep 
along in IOO mph cars on 80 mph 
highways while trying to make 
time in a state that for five straight 
years has pumped its oil and gas 
wells wide open. 
It’s ridiculous! 
This nation was supposed to 
become energy independent by 
1985. Hogwash! Two years ago 
when a lot of drivers couldn’t buy 
gas for their cars, the politicians 
rushed to the rescue.

AURA OF GLOOM PREVAILS AT MEETING HERE 
Superintendents Worry About School Finances 


An aura of gloom hung over 
the meeting of area school 
superintendents here Thurs­ 
day as they talked about 
school finances for the 
coming years. The gloom 
prevailed in spite of the in­ 
dications that Governor 
Dolph Briscoe will seek more 
help 
from 
the 
coming 
Legislature for the local 
school districts. 


Most of the superintendents 
expressed the fear that the 
Legislature will come up with 
a bill in the final days of the 
coming Legislative session 
that will cost the districts 
more and not less local funds. 
Superintendents from 15 
area school districts met here 
Thursday to discuss possible 
appeals of the property 
valuations placed on their 
districts by the Governor’s 
Office of Education Resour­ 
ces. Deadline for the appeals 
was Friday. 
Apparently most of the 
superintendents felt that they 
should protest the values 
placed on their districts on 


principle but could not really 
come up with much concrete 
evidence to disprove the 
values assigned by the state. 
Most of the districts in the 
area, and most of those 
across the state, 
were 
assigned values about double 
of their present assessed 
values. 
Bob 
Hawes, 
Hamlin 
superintendent, said that 
Hamlin’s values were in­ 
creased from $63,354,285 to 
$102,853,146 by the Office of 
Education Resources. Supt. 
Hawes said that it is these 
values that are used to 
determine the local district’s 
share of the 
minimum 
foundation program. 
He said that currently the 
local district’s share is based 
on 35 cents per $100 valuation 
on the $63,354,285 figure. 
Under 
the 
Governor’s 
proposed plan the district’s 
share would be 9 cents per 
$100 
valuation 
on 
the 
$102,853,146 figure. 
This 
would mean a tax break for 
the local district if the 
Governor’s plan is adopted. 


But the area superin­ 
tendents expressed the fear 
that while the increased 
values might be adopted the 
local fund assignment rate 
might not be lowered as 
proposed by the Governor. 


Based on the Governor’s 
proposal Hamlin’s local fund 
assignment would be lowered 
from the present $221,740 to 
$92,600 
But the fear ex­ 
pressed by Hawes and other 
area superintendents was 
that the rate might not be 
lowered by the Legislature 
from the current 35 cents to 
the proposed 9 cents which 
could increase the local fund 
assignment and not lower it. 
Most 
of the superin­ 
tendents pointed to what 
happened in the last session 
of the Legislature when they 
thought that they had a good 
bill coming out of the session 
until it went into the con­ 
ference committee during the 
final days of the session. 
In an effort to come up with 
a Fair Market value for all of 
the taxable pro’ arty in each 


oi me school districts across 
the state the state sent ap­ 
praisers into each of the 
districts to make spot checks 
on the 13 different categories 
of taxable property. 
The intent of this project 
was to standardize all of the 
districts in an effort to treat 
each district the same in 
determining their local fund 
assignments. 
The net result for Hamlin 
was increase in reported 
values from $63 million to 
$102 million or a 62 percent 
increase. The increase would 
have been even greater were 
it not for the fact that the 
appraisers did not show any 
increase for both the oil and 
gas and utilities on the local 
tax roll They indicated that 
these were already on die roll 
at full market value.The 
areas showing the biggest 
increases 
between 
the 
amount assessed by the local 
district and what the state 
appraisers claim to be fair 
market value were vehicles 
(562 percent increase), farm 
anr4 r a n p h n p rs n n a l 
(

The Fair 
Market value assessment by 
the state just determines the 
local district’s share of the 
state funds available.

Favorite Recipes 


By Barbara Craig 


Not one cotton-pickin’ measure 
has been produced by Congress to 
aid in the development of any 
energy-raised source that will 
produce results in the seventies. 
The only thing this nation has to 
show, energy-wise, is the 55-mde­ 
an hour speed limit... and we kept 
it because it’s suppose to save 
lives. 
From one standpoint, the slower 
speed limit does save lives. A 45 
mph speed limit could possibly 
save even more lives. 
But a study by the Texas Office of 
Traffic Safety made public last 
month challenges the fact that 
slower means safety. 
The study explodes the myth that 
you can play it safe on the highway 
by traveling slowly. “Slow drivers 
are safe only if there are no faster 
cars on the highway with them!” 
American people a long time ago 
proved that unpopular laws will be 
circumvent.. . and the 55 mph law 
is unpopular. So $385 million CB 
radio sets were sold in this nation 
last year primarily to drivers who 
believe the 55 mph speed limit is 
ridiculous. 
The motto in Texas should now 
read: “Speed up, save a life and 
freeze a Yankee!” 


A recipe tried recently at 
our home is one for Baked 
Eggplant which comes from 
Wyatt’s Cafeterias. I had not 
been very successful with 
eggplant dishes in the past 
but enjoyed those served at 
the cafeteria. This recipe is 
well worth passing on to those 
who would like a different 
casserole dish. 


BA K ED EG G PLAN T 
I whole I lh. eggplant, peeled 
4 lh. dried bread crumbs 
1 small can Pet milk 
Va c. finely chopped onions 


Va c. finely chopped green 
peppers 


Va c. finely chopped celery 


Va c. whole milk 
Vt stick (2 oz.) butter 
Salt to taste 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
Dash of pepper, or to taste 
Dash of sage, or to taste 
1 T. chopped pimento 
2 oz. grated cheddar cheese 
Dash of Accent 
Peel and soak eggplant in 
salt water for 6 to 12 hours, 
overnight if possible. Soak 
bread crumbs in milk. Saute 
onions, celery, and green 
pepper in butter for 15 
minutes. Place eggplant, 
after it has been quartered in 
large pan to boil, cover with 
water, and cook until almost 
done. 
Mix 
bread 
crumbs, 
sauteed ingredients, and 
eggplant together; add eggs, 
pimento, 
and 
seasoning. 
Blend well. Place in a baking 
dish and top with grated 
cheddar cheese. Bake in a 350 
degree oven until golden 
brown. Serve at once or keep 
in a warming oven until 
ready to serve, but not too 
long. 
NOTE: The secret of good 
baked eggplant is in 
the 
soaking of the eggplant in salt 
water as specified for several 
hours. 
Keep 
in 
the 
refrigerator while soaking. 
Yield: 4 to 8 servings. 


make I 1* c. milk or scald lVfe 
c. whole milk. Add 7/8 c. 
shortening. While this cools, 
beat 6 eggs in large mixer 
bowl, add Va c. sugar and 2 t. 
salt. Add yeast and milk 
mixtures and continue to beat 
at low speed while adding 9 
cups of flour. The last of the 
flour may need to be stirred 
in by hand. 
Put in covered container 
and refrigerate overnight 
To serve next day: Remove

To serve at 
lunch, remove from freezer 
the night before, place on 
sheet and place in cool spot. 
Rolls should be double in bulk 
when baked. 
Rolls may also be baked, 
then frozen. Thaw and reheat 
in foil before serving. 


Also included this week is 
my favorite recipe for cres­ 
cent rolls. The recipe has 
been printed before but I 
have since learned that the 
dough can be successfully 
frozen before baking. The 
“ overnight” rolls can be 
served many days or a few 
weeks 
after 
making 
by 
freezing the dough after the 
dough is refrigerated over­ 
night and then formed into 
rolls. 
For sm all fam ilies the 
recipe may be cut in half.

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Need Management

With the coming of the cold 
north winds, it may seem 
strange to see cattle across 
Texas grazing on lush green 
pastures. But most of the 
state has been blessed this 
year with good weather for 
small grain pasture growth. 
Now these pastures must 
be maintaned in their high 
quality, emphasizes Kirby 
Clayton, county agent for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. Good management 
is the key to keeping these 
green 
w inter 
pastures 
productive. 
The best way to get winter 
pastures off to a good start is 
to allow plants to reach a 
height of six inches or more 
before turning cattle in for 
grazing. Heavy grazing prior 
to this time can reduce total 
forage production as much as 
50 per cent. Early extra

more adequate forage during 
colder periods when growth is 
slow, says Clayton. 
Since the yield of a pasture 
varies from year to year, so 
should the stocking rates 
Increased stocking rates on 
an inadequate pasture only 
defeats the purpose of the 
high quality forage. 
Another beneficial factor 
would be to rotate grazing 
days or limit the hours the 
cattle graze the land. Also 
removing the animals during 
periods of wet weather will 
preserve the quality of the 
field, adds Clayton. 
Of course, fertilization is 
essential for top quality 
forage from small grains. 
This 
m eans 
plenty 
of 
nitrogen. Nitrogen should be 
top-dressed whenever plant 
leaves begin to yellow. A good 
rule of thumb is to apply two 
pounds of nitrogen plus one 
pound of phosphorus for each 
bushel of grain yield desired 
plus 50-60 pounds of nitrogen 
for each ton of forage 
removed by grazing. For 
small grain pastures in­ 
tended for a grain crop, 
remove cattle around March 
I, suggests Clayton.
